GW'S CENTER FOR HISTORY IN THE MEDIA SUMMER INSTITUTE 
DOCUMENTS NATIONAL IMPACT OF POLIO EPIDEMIC 

Participants Learn Documentary-Making from Historical 
Filmmakers in Intensive Five-Week Program 


WASHINGTON — Similar to the impact of AIDS in this decade, 
polio was the most feared disease in America in the first half of 
this century. It struck Americans of all ages, races and classes, 
killing thousands and profoundly affecting our way of life. This 
summer, individuals interested in studying the art of historical 
documentary filmmaking will explore the impact of polio upon 
America's history in a intensive, five-week institute sponsored 
by The George Washington University's Center for History in the 
Media. 

The Center for History in the Media is the only center in 
the nation devoted to historical filmmaking. Each year, this 
summer program provides participants with hands-on experience in 
camera work, lighting, sound and editing. Admission to the 
Institute is by application only and registrants from diverse 
backgrounds are welcome. The topic for the 1994 Summer Institute, 
"Polio and the Lost Generation," will find attendees interviewing 
polio victims and producing a short documentary about the impact 
of the disease on the nation. The project is made possible 
through a collaboration with the Post-Polio Syndrome Clinic of 
the National Rehabilitation Hospital. 

The courses are conducted by three outstanding professionals 
in the field: Nina Seavey, director of the GW Center for History 
in the Media, has been a television producer for the past 14 
years and was formerly president of Historic Media Services, a 
historical documentary production firm. Virginia Durrin is a film 
and video producer, director and writer who has her own firm, 
Durrin Productions. Her film, "Promises to Keep," an account of 
homelessness in America, was nominated for an Academy Award. In 
addition, she has been involved in other award-winning film 
projects such as "The AIDS Movie" and "Kevin's Story."

Matthew Dibble has specialized in producing, shooting and editing 
documentaries on social issues and cultural figures for broadcast 
television for eight years. He is noted for his video art and was 
the recipient of the 1993 Rosebud Award for his work on the 
video, "Turtle Boat Head," which has been selected for the 
American Film Institute 1994 Video Festival. 

The Center for History in the Media at GW combines the 
discipline of history with the production of visual media.

HILLARY RODHAM CLINTON AND MRS. TIPPER GORE 

March 26-27 panel discussion at GW Smith Center will conclude 
month-long series sponsored by Robert Wood Johnson Foundation. 


Washington, DC — The George Washington University will co¬ 
host a two-day panel discussion on health care reform March 26-27. 
First Lady Hillary Rodham Clinton and Mrs. Tipper Gore are expected 
to participate.

Entitled "Conversations on Health," the Washington, DC forum 
will conclude a series of four panel discussions sponsored by The 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation.

ACADEMIC FREEDOM FUNDAMENTAL TO HIGHER EDUCATION BUT APPLICATION 
VARIES AMONG INSTITUTIONS, SAYS NEW GW RESEARCH REPORT 


A new report from the ERIC Clearinghouse on Education 
examines "the historical emergence, definition and meaning of 
academic freedom; its legal parameters in public and independent 
institutions; and current issues that can, and do, affect 
academic freedom in higher education institutions throughout the 
country." 

Author Robert K. Poch, associate commissioner at the South 
Carolina Commission on Higher Education, has identified four 
areas of concern which he presents in the context of both legal 
realities and individual institutional definitions. Those areas 
involve issues of: 1) artistic expression, 2) political 
correctness, 3) religious doctrine within church-related colleges 
and 4) protection of research information sources. The 1940 
Statement of Principles on Academic Freedom and Tenure 
established by the American Association of University Professors 
and the Association of American Colleges sets forth the basic 
tenets of academic freedom — the freedom to teach, research, 
publish and speak extramurally. However, contemporary society 
continues to present new challenges to those freedoms; often 
creating conflict among the competing interests of faculty, 
institutions, students and society. 

Poch makes the case that academic freedom is essential to an 
effective learning environment within higher education. Further, 
he suggests that institutions be clear and specific in 
communicating policy regarding restrictions to academic freedom; 
that administrators be familiar with the application of 
constitutional provisions to faculty in order to protect the 
rights of members of the academic community; and that faculty be 
integrally involved in developing policy. 

"Academic Freedom in American Higher Education" is Report 
No. 4 of the 1993 Higher Education Report Series from the ERIC 
Clearinghouse on Higher Education and ASHE.

GW'S 21st CENTURY SCHOLARS PROGRAM AWARDS $1.1 MILLION TO 
TOP D.C. PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 

Seniors from Banneker, Dunbar, School Without Walls and Wilson 
High Schools Receive Full Academic Scholarships 


On Wednesday, March 16, 1994 George Washington (in the body 
of the GW Colonials mascot, George) will ride through the streets 
of Washington to deliver a message of enrichment to eleven of the 
top graduating seniors at several D.C. public high schools. These 
students will be rewarded for their academic achievements with 
the offer of a full, four-year scholarship to The George 
Washington University.

Judge Breyer is Chief Judge of the United States Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit, where he has served as Circuit 
Judge since 1980.

WASHINGTON — On Wednesday, April 6, 1994, The George 
Washington University will host Abba Eban and Walter Cronkite, 
two key participants in world history over the past six decades. 
Cronkite for 57 years reported on the day's occurrences and 
interpreted for millions of Americans the implications of those 
events, while Eban — present at the birth of his nation — went 
on to play a vital role in the formation of the modern Middle 
East. Eban and Cronkite will appear at GW's Dorothy Betts Marvin 
Theatre (800 21st Street, NW) at 6:30 p.m. on April 6 to discuss 
a broad array of issues that have shaped global alliances and 
conflicts since World War II. 

The conversation between these legendary figures marks the 
final public forum of Eban's year at the GW Elliott School of 
International Affairs as the first J.B. and Maurice C. Shapiro 
Professor of International Affairs. Since his arrival in 
September 1993, Eban has taught two courses: a graduate seminar 
last fall on "Ethical Dilemmas in Conflict Resolution,'! and this 
spring, an undergraduate lecture course on "Diplomacy in the 
Post-Cold War Era." The Eban/Cronkite discussion will be 
moderated by Maurice A. East, dean of the Elliott School of 
International Affairs. 

As part of the program both Abba Eban and Walter Cronkite 
will be presented with the GW President's Medal by George 
Washington University President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg. The 
medal is the highest honor awarded by the president of the 
University. It was established to recognize the significant 
contributions of an individual.

Called "the most brilliant diplomatist of the second half of 
the 20th century" by the Times of London, Abba Eban served as 
Israel's first ambassador to the United Nations (1948 to 1959). 

At the same time, he represented Israel as ambassador to the 
United States (1950 to 1959). He was foreign minister from 1966 
to 1974, the period when the Six Day and Yom Kippur wars 
occurred, and he has held various other posts in the Israeli 
government. Eban's academic credentials include a degree from 
Cambridge University, as well as honorary doctorates from 17 
universities around the world. 

Walter Cronkite has covered virtually every major news event 
during his 57 years as a correspondent. He became a special 
correspondent for CBS News when he stepped down after 19 years as 
anchorman and managing editor of the "CBS Evening News." Cronkite 
helped establish United Press (UP) bureaus in Europe after the 
war in which he reported on the invading allied troops in North 
Africa, covered the battle of the North Atlantic in 1942, took 
part in the Normandy beachhead assaults in 1944 and participated 
as one of the first newsmen in B-17 raids over Germany. He became 
UP bureau chief in Brussels and later served as chief 
correspondent in Moscow (1946 to 1948). Cronkite joined CBS News 
as a correspondent in 1950, served as anchorman for the political 
convention and election coverage (1952 to 1980) and assumed his 
duties on the "CBS Evening News" in 1962. Today, he is also an 
accomplished sailor, author and television producer.
